CThele wozdes vꝛged Oniſtalde vnis ſach anger, that he pꝛe- 
ſently bzake lozth into theſe ſpeeches: J beleue, that had they 
tried thole whame they haue aduentured to dare, they (hould 
fi ade the chaſtiſement of theyz peremptozie bzagges, to be aun- 
ſwerable in effect, as they haue inſtiꝑ deſerved. Cuſh ſquoth Po- 
linarda) it is eaſie fo2 our enemie to talae his pleaſure, but when 
be (hall finde his treacherie, rewarded with due recompence, be 
will wiſhe he had vſed bimſelfe mo2e friendly fo this Lady, , 
whome he bath ſo greatly iniured.

Francian had his Armour reſembling little 
flambes oi fire : in his ſhelde lihe wile the ſame oꝛder of deniſe. 

Drican Was armed in blacke, bearing in his {hxide the Tober 
of Babilon. Polinard had his Armour of a land ceulicr, wheres 
cn was painted many bzoken Speares, in token he had loſt the 
bictote, againlt the noble Floreman, when he aduentured fo2 
the beantte of Fayze Polinarda, and hating ſo2 his deniſe in bis 
Shelde, a ſpeare bꝛoken in the middeſt. Friſol had his Armour 
in coloured, belet with ſundzie pzetie antique faces cf Sable, 

and in his Stelde he bare a white Lon, in a Golde u flæce. 

T remoran was att pꝛʒed in a Carnation coloured Armour ve- 
rp bꝛauelp beſetts with golden Pellicans, and the deniſe inhis 
ey was the Jwage of Sagittarius. Luyman of Burgon- 

, and Clariball of Hungaria, bad theyz Armour white, and 
— Gelbes alike in dsuiſes. Flaui:n, and Emerald: the 
Fayre, had thepz Armour blacke, finely belette with red, and 
in they; (halides the relemblaunce of a fayze Clowde, in a fielo 
oe filuer. 

The knightes on the other ſive ot the River; were in like 
manner diſguiſed, giuing ſhewe to thepz enemies, of ihetr heu⸗ 
lie courage and magnaminitie, The Paince Berolde, firſt ads 
eannced him(cifein the fleld, bis Armour blacke, whereon was 
tunniningip be ſpꝛent the teares ofs Loucr , and in his ſhelve, 
a hiding heart, rent violently in a number of pctes. Don Ro- 
ſuell and Belizort came next him, (hey? Armour of grene and 
Carnation colour, bearing in their ſhxldes, the amozeus pal⸗ 
ſions of a Leuers minde, in a fleide of Azare. Eſtrellant would 
nat chaunge his Armour, but defaced the deniſe of bis cheeld, 
that he could not be knowen. Trofollant had his Armour greene, 
whereon was figured many golden Donues, and in his ſhieide 
be bare the Troyan.Yogſe, in a fielde of Hable. Gut in was in 
White Armonr , " dining in his (hzlde a Peatocke, in a fielde 
which reſemblev the colour of many Needles. Rotandor, 
and Criſpian of Macedon, were both Armed alike. Ger- 
wy ne gf Nene had his Armour of Azure, bearing in bis 
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h&lde a beautifall Damozell, which is kept in remembzannes 
ofthe fapze Florenda, Daughter to Arne des Ring ot Fraunce, 
fo2 whole ſake he determined fo frye the aduenkures of great 
Biitaine, Platir, Floraman, Blandidon, and Pompides, to 
whome the Damozell of Eutropa, had velivered Hozles and 
Armour, came fozth, their Yozſzs all altke, and their Armcur 
blacke; beſet with ſiluer Swannes, their Helmets very lump⸗ 
tuoullie guilded, and adozned with rich Pearles, and in their 
Dheeldes their deniſes were all alike, which was the ſmokie 
Fo2dge and Anuill, of God Vulcan the @mithe. Both the com- 
panies marching fozwarde till they mette, where they behelde 
eche other in marmailous great contempt, when faking occaſion 
as it lerued, they couched their Dpeares, and encountred fogt- 
ther verie valiantlie. Betwerne them continued ſuch a daunge- 
rous fight, what with the ſoze hurtes they receiued, as aifo the 
greate debilitic they were ell bzought into, that the effuſion cf 
their blood, wiknelled their earneſt deſire of victozie, and the ad» 
uerle eſtates of them all, remained as a patterne of they; great 
perill. 

Don Edward, Primalcõ. Recinde, Arnedes, Belcar, Vernar, 
t thꝛ Soldan Bellagris, ſtanding with Dramuſiande in a win- 
dowe ofthe Caſtle,beheldethe flerce afſaultes ol theſe conragions 
Unightes, Whereto they gave ſuch commendation, as the moſt 
hautie cxploite that euer they had letne, which moned Don Ed- 
ward fo ſap. J haue in times paſt, not onelp lane many a no⸗ 
table ſkirmiſhe, but alſo haue had experience,” of the behauie ur of 
nany noble knights,. yet comparing them paſt, with this which 
IJ nowe Leholbe, Jmuitnx&des (ap, all the reſt hath beene coun- 
tericite, and this is onelp wozthp eternall commendatiens. 
Inderde (quoth Primaleon) the aduentures in this place is mer-

Dramu{1ande hitewiſe was abaſhed at this pꝛeſent ſpectacle, 
and knowing it bad come to paſſe by the meanes of his Aunt, 
and 
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and keating leaſt in this Battaile ſame of them Could be daine, 


he went toher, and intreated her to pacifie this greeuous Stra- 
tage me, but her minde was bent to ſuch cruelty, that ſhe would

ſited by the valiant Belcar, Dridan was carried in the armes of 
Maior'es, and Platir was bozne in by his noble Father P:1ma- 
leon,who becauſe he had left him when he was ſomwhat vong,

kune; and conneped them into the Caſtle, Where chey were ſe 
bonourably viev,that in chozt time they had god hope to recover 
them from this daunger. 
ben they had attained fome part of their fozmer health, 
they retopced greatly that they bad happened into the company 
ot their deareſt (r@nds, aud declaredin what manner they were 
deluded by the two Damoleis, which was not fr inge to them. 
who perceived tho daily pzactiles of Eutr opa, to be grounded ei 
luch trechereus deceits. 
Nom did Dramuſiande greatly commenos bis god Foztune, 
ia gayning ſs many ceuragious and well app;zoved Bnightcs ; 
as be was ſally reſolnsd, he ſhould now caſily conquere the 
Iſle efthe Lake, wbich as pet ha would not make knowne to 
any of the Knights, bat vſed himſelte ſo peaſant in theircompa- 
ny, and frcqvented them daily wild lach velightfell exerciſce, 
that generally they bare him great god will and affe dion.

father, but a great enemꝑ to the whole eſtate of Chꝛiſtendome.

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This ſerving fit foz her dinelliſh purpole , ſh& gave him by 
Lettets to bnterſtand, what great and greuous milchaunces, 
bis Pzogenitozs had rettiued by the Emperours of Grcece, in 
that many Pꝛinces of his blod and lynage, bad bene cruelly 
flaine befoze the wallts of Conſtantinople, Which natur all loue 
and dutie, did infozce him to reuenge, elſe ſhould he be iuſtiy 
contemned and repꝛothed ofthe whole wozld: where il now ha 

would vere dis enemy vpon ſo iuſt occaſion, ond vꝛge dim to thy

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occaſion to ſuppoſe, that het was arriuev at 2 place where ſo 
many famous kn!ghtcs were detained Pꝛiſoners: pet was ber 
Ezinen into a great doubt, in that ſuch comely Unights ſhonls 
kepe company with ſucy ovgly fellowes. At laſt, he beheld 


thc knightes pzeparing themſelnes, as it were to Julft :when 


(a*ter he had dont his deuotions in pꝛapers, as was his accuſſo- 

med vie) he receiued a Dpeare from his Elquire, which be char- 
ged toward Recinde the King of Spine. When Dramuſiande 
{awe the courage of the knight of the Sauadge man, they all 
came dobone fo the fote ef the bzidge, meaning, as it was their 
coſtome, the Pzince Don Edoard (ould hane the firſt courſe: 
but thzongh intreatie, the King Recinde gotte leaue fleſt to trie 
bis ſtrengig, The Knight of the Sauadge man being readie 
p2:pared, entountred the Ring with great valure, but ſuch was 
bis mifkoztune, that he was ſent to the earth. Arnedes, wohs had 
l Way in trauaile bezne him company , pꝛeuailed thzongh car- 
neſt deſire , that hee was graunted the ſecond Juſt: but be was 


t:0zced to beare the Bing Recinde company. Primaleon ſæing 


zis treendes recetue ſuch dichonour befoze his face , without ta-

Foz this aſlure peur ſelie, that pon are the Knight who 
ought to beare the generall pꝛaiſe among men, eſpecially of me, 
Who in ali my life time neuer (aſtained ſo ſharpe a plundge, as 
at this Gacountring von haue put mee fw. Dir (anſwered the 
Pꝛiace Don Ed vard), Jknowe not if my behaviour ſæme ſo, 
p2aiſe wozthie to yon, but this J ſpeake vnkainedly (not ta 
cauie pon conccluea pꝛide in your ſeife) that Jnener met with 
a ſtronger knight, (ince J knewe what belonged tothe beating 

of Armour. 

Pandare came to ende their tale, giuing theſe wozdes fo 
the koight ofthe Sauadge man. Hince (ir knight) you haue 
done moze in the Juſte, "then euery one ſuppoſed to be in pour 
power, you muſt now endeasur your lelle to deale with me a 
while, foz that all ſach as enter this Walley, are bound to fulfill 
this auncient cuſtome. But if your heart ſerue pon not to fut fill 
this enterpꝛiſe, becauſe feare may ſomewhat allay your youth- 
fall courage, J wiſh you fo petde pour felle, which will be moze 
bonourable, then to hazard pour life, Where pou are certains to 
loſe it. 

O fir (quoth the knight ofthe Sauadge man) it ſæmes your 
Father was ua Wenatoz, by your Clzrkly perſwaſton, and that 
you being his ſonne, would do moze with wozds then be could 
with derdes: but if your Father bath giuen you moze Witſe 
then you can beare, I meane to beate it out oł pon, rather then 
gou ſhould be oner burthened. Pandare ſomewhat offended to 
heare theſe frumpes, beganne to charge the knight with his 
vꝛon Mate, and her to chaunge blowes with his god ſwazd, (0 
that betweene them paſſed (uch notable behanſour in fight, that 
Dramuſiande, Don Edward, & Primaleon, commended mar- 
n:!loufly tbe hardineſſe of the knight of the Sauadge man. At 
length, ſoch was the god Foꝛlune of this noble knight, that be 
bꝛought Pandare on both his kne&s, where hee had ſent his head 
from his ſhoulders, had nol the Giant Alligan come pzclently 


vpon him.

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Then was her conſtrapned foleane Pandare and awarde the 
migbtie blows Alligan charged him furtonſly withall: but (ach 
was the great ftezeſigbt of the knight ofthe Sauadge man, that 
her (till bare off his (frokes, and would not frike agalne , 8s 
well to retreſh his owne weartneſſe, as to make the Giant ſon- 
what rac with his long labour.

This Combat was ſo lvell eſtemed of all the Pzinces,and ſo 
greatly diſpleaſed the minde of Dramuſiande, that be apyzsched 
fo the knight ol the Sauadge man, as thus. The god foztune 
(Dp2 Knight) which bath returned you bictazie, beponde our 
expectations, 02 pour god aſſurance : me tbinkes ſhould nioue 
you bane reſpcet to your bleeding wounds, which may moze en 
damage your perſon , then all the periil yon haue luftained in 
fight.

Manꝑ 
nabe E Tates pꝛepared to goe mæte bim, the miles from the 
Citizof Lonclon, and the Ring accompanied with Vernar and 
Polinard,cane fo receiue him into the Citie.

dem(cs, framed bp the Citizens fo welcome him withall,woulo

berall the expences of dis dntifull ſabiects, that they laid within 
themlelues, England had no fellow. Unhenthep were come ta. 
the Pallace, the Qutene and the Pꝛinceſſe Flerida, being vet is

Mith great honour they were conducted lo their Chamber, all 
retyꝛiug backe, except Vernar & Polinard their ſannes: whom 
the Empꝛeſſe commaunded to ſtay with her, becauſe ſhe hav a 
great dere to talke and conferre with them. f 
All the knights determined with themſelue s fopz;epore lome 
notable ſhowes of plesſure , wherewith they might delight the 
minds of the Emperour, that he might perceine, what loſſe both 
Chaiſtendome,amd their noble Parents ſhould haue had, i Foz 
tune had determined their continnall leruitude to the SGiaunk 
Pfamuſiande, and had not wzought the meane to graunt them

Cht Experour and Agriola, paſſed away the time in plealant 
tommunitation, to bears what aduentures their noble Donnes 
had paſſed,and yet ſafely to eſcape ſach a bitterplunge,foz which 
theybath auded Foztune, and eſcemed(hettoge, the jappie 
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time of (heir life. Then would he oſten declare to Agrio!a,what

A tbe commandement ol the king of England) 
was departed on his vopage towardes Con- 

2 \\-7a»tizople, to declare vnts the Emperour 

- ob Palmerin , the god ſucce ſſe of his Bonne 
=== Drimalcon,and the other Princes, indeuou⸗ 
red himſelle lo well in his iournep (thozowe 

the helpe of god winde and weather) that at laſt her attained 
the end of his tranaile. And as het rode thzough the Cittie. 
be elpied the Emperour among a great many of Solvionrs, 
whoſe Beard was growne lo white , with anguiſh of minds, 
and his face ſo wanne by reaſon of his continuall mourning,that 
bee Rod in doubt Whether it were the Emperour 02 no, but 
fhat bo was certified thereof, by (he people which made their re 
courſe thozow the ſtretes. Mho told him, that repozt was gi- 
uen abzoade,how the Soldanes of Babilon and Perſa, had gathe 
red a mighite Armie, intending to beſtege their Cittie, which 
made the @mperonr in his owne perſon, fo goe ſe to the foztifl 
ing of the walles, that his Rampiers of defence might be ready 

to reſiſt the enimie. Argolant comming befoze the Emperout 
{who p2zeſently knewe him) alighted, and kneꝛling downe,houn- 
blie kiſſed his hand, to whom the Emperour thus ſpake. Pon 
map ſe Argolant, into what neceſſity the Citie of Conſt ant inople 

is now vuhappilie fallen, which in times paſt, þath vꝛged = : 
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the opinion, that neither watres could ſupplant it, freaſons in · 
unds it, noz any diſlopall accident once vis ſpight againſt it. But 
ſuch is tho alteration of times, and ſo vncertaine the fauour of 
Foztune, that the famous Monuments ot moſt honsur and an- 
tiquiix, are as ſone ſubuerted as the weakeſt defence, ſo that it 
remaineth ta mie fo ſay, which once J could iuſtip ſap, J haue 
, bene happie, Foz ſuch is the daunger thzeatned to oureſtate, 
and ſo doubttull the miſchaunce, that may (uddainely annop vs, 
as my Subilecs land euerp houre in (care of their lines, and 
my ſelfe in diſpaire'of mine owne ſafety. Becauie J want thoſe, 
Whole names in the eare of mine enemy, bath carried as great 
eſtimation of hot reſiſtaunce, as they nom being abſent , do 
overcharge mee with a cold comfozt . But how fareth thy So- 
neraigne L ozd, the Kivg of Exgland? to demiaund foz other ty- 
dings, were asnedleſfe,os I ſuppoſe them helplefle, 
Ilit alllike your bighnefſe/avin(wered Argolant )theking 
my Dovneraigne and Lo2d,ſaluteth your Imperiall eſtate, with 
all happineſſe that he can wiſh, ez you poſſibly vefire, as foz my 
charge, if you will vonchlals the plate, where the Empzeſſe Gris 
donia, and ſhe other Ladies may be pzeſent,you ſhall all becer- 
tified (A truſt) to pour contentations . The Emperour at theſe 
wozds rode ſtrapte to his Pallace, not Caying till hes came 
where the Empzells, Gridonia, and thefayze Pol narda, were 


- 'itting all together, but Argolant miſling Bazilia, wife to the 


Pꝛinee Vernar, beganne on this wile to intreate the Emper oz. 
Let it not b& offenfine ts yourYighnedle, in that 3 trifle time ſo 
long becauſe J want dne here to be partuer ot my happy lidings, 
which is the faire Bazilia, whoſe beart (J am tight ſure)hath 
thought the abſence ot her Lozd Vernar l long. 

The Emperour ſuppoſing there was lome glad tydinges ko- 
ward, in that they concerned not one alone, but all ſuch as had 
long time bent oppꝛeſſed With heauineſſe, and knowing like- 
wiſe, the Pzinceſle Bazilia would hardly {cane her Chamber: 
toke the patnes to goe (62 her bimſelfe, when boring all ſet down 
together, Argelant in this manner viteredhis Amballage. As 
k. is not bnanowen de des mötk mighty Emperbur, 4g allo 
theſe gra tuns Ladies; e ee haue endared — 
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ſa1all oppꝛeſſion of beauꝝ conceifes, that at wy laſt being in ibis 
place, J bzought the vaſoztunate repozt, Which cauſed (as you 
knowe (nll well) a greeuous auſhop,enſuing vpon the lofſe of ene 
no lefſe famous then revoubted Pzince Don Edoard , which 

' pzonoked your noble Senne Primaleon,with a number of vali⸗ 
ant Pzinces and Knights ofyonr Court, to pur lus in his ſearch ; 
Do now, J dorft not pꝛeſent my lelfe, where my fozmer newes 
cauſed (och greefe, without I might bzing thole tidings,as Gould 
(inrecompence ) cauſe a muinali and generall gladnefle : which 
toath to conceels from you to long, thus it is. 

The knight of Fortune, the myzrour of Chinalrie , the onely 
Lampe and Loav-ſfene, todzaw the abuenterous minde to all 
baliant attempts, as his txploxtes in your Court sgaruſt Flo- 
raman, who ſoz bis faire Altea, made the onely challenge fog 
the ſupꝛeme tytle of beatic , may not onely remaine a witnee, 
bat as a perix d exampis of all wozthineſle, io luch as ſhall enſne 
after bim,foz his momozie, and their learning . his woztby 
Champion attempted the aduenture of great Brittaine, where, 
by the Magigue of Eutrope, e might of Dramuſiande, (Senn 
to tde Giant Frenaque, whom you flewe befoze your departurs 

 fozth of Eng/a»d)our Pꝛince Don Edoard, your ſonus Prima · 
leon, with a number of Pzinces and noble Knightes , were all 
tdis while kept as pziſoners , onei to revenge the death of the 
aſozeſaid Giont Frenaque. Wherein he ſpedde (s hoppily,(bat 
(notiwithſtanding the cruell enchauntments , diſperſed ouer the. 
whole Fozreſf,and retaining the knights in ſoch a (&pitute, 2s 
they might doe nothing without the conſent of this wicked Fu- 
tropa)he withfied her helliſh charwes, -the face ot het nephew 
the giant, e fulfliled that bavty atfempf, which could ber finiſhed 

bynoother. Andour Pzincs Don Edoard chauncing firſt in- 
fo this miſhap , was appointed to endure ſhe firſt Juſt againſt 
all that cams: ſo that though the belpe of (wo Giants (whont 
the night of Fortune bath vallantly ſopled) all the wandzing 
Knights were caught captiud in this Caffell.

pou where as now the knight of Fortune rematneth, and whe- 
ther be bes aliue as yet 03 no? foz if he fare otherwiſe then well, 
my ſtate cannot endure without bearing bim compante : to 
which Argolantrepiyed. At ſuch time, my gratious Kozd, as 
A departed from the Realme of England, J left him in ſuch god 
diſpoſition , as bimlelfe could wiſh , oz your Maieſtis delire, 
when every one rciopced fog ige god (accefls he had againſt the 
Giant Dramuſiande. 

But map J;quoth the Empetour) vpon your faith and knight⸗ 
bod, aſſaremy ſelfe ofthis repozt ? If it may pleale you, mp 
god Le2d(aunſwered Argolant) te giue credite to my Pellage, 
then beleno mite, that the knight af Fortune is in god cate of 
bealth , and hath dons what J baue manifeſted betoze this ho-

fo; the ablenceof poor deare frand the Pꝛince Vernar,whom JF - 


can affare you to be in as godbealth as yon can wiſh : lasing 
that he is not here as vou could willingly be content, che him - 


(elfe,as in ſhozt time hs will, J dare awarr ant you. 
Gridonia rauiſhed with þ repoꝛi of Argolant, was fo ſudden- 


lyvuercome With exceeding top, that he& caught the Pztnceſle 


Bazilia in her armes, (either of them cured ofone ſickneſle) that 
one could hardly iudge, whether their pzeſent gladneſſe trtelled 
their palled greeſe, 02 in what o2der they receiued theſe ncwes, 
bat it ſafficeth,thep had god caule fo be pleaſant. 
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The Empeelſe came, and tokeeither ol them by the hand, con- 
ducting them into her Dzatozis, Where in barty and ſolemns 
deuotions, they gave thankes to G D D- foz this pꝛoſperous 
ſacceſe, In the meane while,the @mperour deſired Argolant, 
fo rehearſe the names of ſuch noble Pꝛinces and Bnights „ as 
were partners. in this long Coptiuity, which when har had 
heard, ge greatly reiopced, that the floziſhing noble mindes of all 
Cbꝛiſtendom, bare part ofthe miſhappes of the renowned Exg- 
liſb Pꝛinte, a token of thepꝛ great loue and frendlhip, in that 
they diſdained not the terroz of ſuch hard wiſfoztune, to bears 
him company, whom all hautie hearts did honour. gud the ra⸗ 
ther was his toy the greater, becauſe the knight of Fortune con- 
tapned that magnanimitie of courage, as (notwithſtanding all 
bitter bzunts to thacaten the contrary)he was the choſen Cham⸗ 
pion to accomplith this rare aduenture. 

Now he called to remembꝛaunce, the Leffer ſent by the La- 
die of the Lake, the ſame day as Polendos Ring et 7 Heſſalie 
delinered him that royall pzeſent,as alſo the mcllage of the Sage 
Altart , which had now diſconered the fall cf: of their pzomi- 
les. Though all the Cittie, was pzeſently noyſed the recouerꝝ 
af the Grecian Pzinces , which cauſed euerę one to make (mall - 
account,of the pzeſumptuous bzagges of the Soldanes of Baby- 
Yon and Perſia, in that they iudged themſelues vnder the ſureſt dev 
fence that might ber now they had ebtained thoſe whom they e⸗ 
uer eſteemed. The Emperour cauſing Argolant to be bzought 
fo his Chamber, went ſtraight to the Cloſette ot the Empzelle, 
where he rehearſed all that Argolant had declared, as concers 
the ſucceſſe of the Knight of Fortune.

top, as hes conceiued (ozrow at his departure, which he had god 
caule fo do, hauing loſt his chiefeſt defence, in the abſence ol the 
Pataces and Knightes that were kept Pziſoners in the Caffell 
of Dcamuſande,by the accurſed meanes of theGnchavntreſſe

=] built about it, that thoy might the better be- 
bold this hautis attempt. Wben the Empe- 
rour with the faire Agriola, the Ring Frederick the Qnane,the 
Pꝛinces Flerida,Don Edward, Primalcon, with the other no- 
ble Ladies + Gentlemen of the Court, were come to the place ay» 
pointed fo2 them to leethis Tournament , the Engliſb unigbtes 
entred the Liſtes , whero they meant to manifeſt the affection 
they bare to their Ladies, that in honour of their fauours, they 
ſeared not to hazard the b{fermoſt of their lines. | 
After them entred the Grecian Kuightes , enery one baaue 


mounted, and attyzed in layze newe complete. Armour, which 
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graced their perſons marnalleuſly, tbe Pꝛince Graeian by their 
geaerall conſent, was cholen Captaine, to whom they referred 
the ate ol their conduct fo; that day, becauſe Palmerin Eng- 
land would not enter the Juſte againſt his Friends, leaſt his Vas 
{ure hould turne to thcir diladuantage, 

At the lound of the Trumpet, they all pzepared themſelues 
- encountring one ansther with ſuch knightly courage, that the 
Eſtates pꝛeſent, with luch whole multitude of people, altributed 
great commendation to this hardie exployt, lo pᷣ̊ they dilmonun· 
ted one an other on either ſide, as it was doubt tall to (ay, which 
company were likeſt of vidoꝛ | 

Gracian ran fiercely againſt Eutrope of Beltran, in Engliſs 
knight , of great ſtrength, and very well eſtemed, but Foz- 
tune turned her backe towards him that day, ſo that he could 
not withſtand the Anigbtlx puiſſaunce of the Freuch Paince. 
Platir encountred with Normant the Proude, t gaue him ſuch 
a colde welcome, that they were faine to carxie him fozth of the 
feelde. 

Jn like maner Carlente ſpedde, at the hands ot the Pꝛince 
Berolde econſequently,the Engliſꝭ knigbts ( albeit their dedes 
did ioftly merrite etecnall commendatiens, both at the Tilts 
and Tourney ) were vzged lo the repulſe, becaule the Grecrnr 

Anightes were the ſtronger ſive. 

HBeerolde bꝛeaking thezowe the ranckes , vſing ſuch ſinguler 
behantour in all his attemptes, as was greatly liked of the 
Negardauntes came lo Cla'iballof Fungaria,whs ſettled them⸗ 
ſelues ontlie againſt eche other, that they codured both a dvub(s 
full and a davagerous fight , neither having the aduantage ok 
the other, but ſuch on equall condition paſſing betwane them, 
as the Emperour, withallthe royall company were greatly at- 
kected therewifh, | | 

The King Recinde (albeit the ſharpe ſtrekes his Sonne re- 
ceiued. vꝛged dim to fake it ſomewhat impatſently) pet the 
generall applauſe which was giuen vnlo him, conſtrained him 
to thinke well of his valiant pzoceding . Eutropa came fo 
the a lliſtance ot Chariball,accompanted with Sp; Pridos, Ar- 
_ chicin, Lambert, Roquẽdar, Rugeralde, Flocandriſte, Alber- 
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127 Lamonſtran nnd Breutamôn: ,an21 oft dem, fo maimteme 
thr quarrell ofthe Palnce Berolde, came Gr: can, Er ile l. Ly v 
man, Ov iſtalde, Drzmian, Tenebrant, Don Roluel eBazill:- 
arde, all iheſe behaning themſetnes verie gatianily et Atmes:prt 
a!

The T riſtfull Knight knaling downe, and in great bumilily 
killing bis Fathers hand, he ſuſtained him gracionſlyia his 
armes, and great were the ſalutations that palſed betweene them.

them both into her Houſe of Sadneſſe, where they were lodged 
in a god Chamber, and their wounds attended by the Ladies, 
with very diligent and louing reſpec t.

lll How Primaleon and the Triſtfull kmoht, being healed of the 
wounds they had receiued in the combat, by the courteous 
intertainment of the ſorrowfull Ladie Pandritia, after they.

Faire Ladies, this knight commeths | 
from the Court of England, and would not declare his meſſage | 
to me, vntill ſuch time as he might co ne to pour pꝛeſence, befoze 
whome he deſireth to ſhelwe his Emballage, which J wiſh to be 
otherwiſc then J thinke foz, becanſe of the tariance of my ſonne 
Primalcon, whoſe ablence is no (mall cauſe of my heauineſſe. 
With that the Emperour ſate downe by the Ladies, whome

in the company of tbe Pꝛinceſle Polinarda, who concealed her

E B S bath all this while made no mention of the 

Paince Florendos, (who at this pꝛeſcnt tears 

) {£2 meth bimlelfe the Triſtfull Kuighit) and ende⸗ 

noured bimlelſe like wiſe in the learch of Don 

Edward: not, as well to ercoſe his owne 

negligence, as allo to favour the hard Foztune of this knight 

in trauaple, you ſhall bee perfectly reſolued of all his pzoc&- 
dings. | 4: 

At ſuch time as he departed from Con ſtantinople, ii the tom⸗ 
pany of diuers knights who purſued the Paince Primaleon, eue⸗ 
ry one taking a contrary way , bis courſe directed him to a Ha- 
nen oltde Dea, where imbarking bimſelfe in a Parchaunt of 

England time and occaſion ſo ſerued, that thep twke thep2 depar⸗ 
tare. Yauing endured ſo long on the ieas, that they knew them 
lelues to ve within a ken ot England, on a ſuddaine a contrarie 
winde came vponthem, and held them in ſuch daunger between 
hope and feare , that at laſt in great hazard of theyzlives, they 
chaunced vpon the Coaſt of Spaine.where they toke landing on 
a Rocks, which at this day is called Lisbone. 

Florendos,ſeing bimſelte fo farre from the place, whither ha 
directed his courle, and would haue ſo gladly aitayned, rode on 
ouercharged with extreame heauines, t complaning on Foztune 
loꝛz his vatuckie trauaple. After he had paſſed thzough the Pꝛo⸗ 

nince of Portugall, and by his hautie Chiualrie obtayned a ge- 
ner all commendation, he happened to come to the River The ſin, 
where ryding on, and contemplating his amozous thoughts, be 
eſpicd a godly Caſtle ſcituated vpon a Nocke, which gane him 
great occaſion of pleaſure to beholde if. This Caſtle vzged him 
fs aduaunce his courſe thither, but there lay a blocke in his way, 
which was a great let te his fozmer pꝛetence, fo2 under the 
greene ſhadeas be rode, he perceiued the Ladies of (och ſin. 
gular beautie, as in all bis life time he ſuppoled neuer to haue 
ſeens the tike. Theſe Ladics continued a very ſerious diſcout ſe 
among themlelaes , (0 that o_ toke no h&de to the —_— 
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of Boles: _ gave a great god liking to them all, but e- 
ſpecially ſh& that ſals in the middeſt, to whom the other twaine 
chewed very great reverence, be ing ol moſt ately beantie, as 
allo of a ſingular and cxqaifſte behauiour. But ſhall we ſap, that 
Florendos was enamoured at this pe ſpectacle ? O no, be 
could as weil eichewe it, as the Bird Þſt caught in the Fow- 
lers ſnare, and he liked het no better, then bc that did moſt ho · 
nod and hartily loue her: ſo that he chaungeth bis mirth into 
mones, his talke into teares, and his whole cogitations, tox 
Lovers complexion: ayming the whole courle of his affection 
or; the Lady, whoſe face had the power to detapne his (redome, 
and her behautour the opinion, to be chiefe ſtarre within the 
campaſſe of the Sphere. Still bee ſtroue with himſelfe , to goo 
backe againe , and ſhun the blaze that had ſet on fire his ſences : 
but affection bad hung ſach a clog on his conceits , and one loke * 
bought his heart into ſach a Labozynth, that Ariadnes thzeves 
tould do him no god, but only the Saint that had giuen him this 
glaunce. While he remained in tbeſs mules, ſuch eccafion the 
Lapyes tecelued, that they leane the field, and walke into they3 
Caſtile, which gaue ſvch an bnkinde cozſey to the heart of Flo- 
rendos, that nowe bis winde was in lome moze outrage then 
befoze - yea, they wers no (oner gone, but he fell into (och rygo⸗ 
rous accolations againſt himſelie, partly becauſe timcritie 
— withhelv bim from ſpeaking to them, and then againe how ne- 
ceflary his cauſe was to haue moued ſpeche , lo that betwane 
the one g the other, be was enen as a man diſtraught of his wits. 
Then began ho fo fe&le the ſeuerall accidents, which leue im- 
ainteth in the hearts of thoſe, that delight to dally vnder her 
Banner, and how the little ſonne of the Goddefle Citherea, tan 
pierce moꝛe dexpe with his ayming ſhalte, then the hardy enemy 
can enter with bis launce : ſo that be confefled bimſciſe to bes 
in moze ſuretis when the Bullettes flewe about his cares , then 
when Beautie hab ſent her charges to warre againſt his cyee, 
which was able to do moge in an houre, then the other hadpo- 
wer inthe ſpace ol a veare. Mell, lad as hee was, he walked to 
the Caſtle, where finding the gate ſhutte, be fell into his tozmer 
agonies ;but by Foztune caſting his exes aſide, he bebeld a

4 
tuſtly deſerned it: betauſe her beanfie did hot onely merite ta be js 
viewed, but would likewiſe inneigle the hearts ef the ſtouteſt, 
that dorſt conceiue the hardineſle in themſelnes, to come to her 4 
place ol abode. Yet were not thoſe letters places there to that in- | 
tent oz purpoſe, but onely to advertiſe ſuch knights, as toke occa- 
ſion to trauapie that wap, to be carefull to themſelues foz feare 
ol the Giant Almarol, who was Lozd of that Caſtle, and kept 
that Shield there in the behalfe ofthis fayze Miragarda, ageinſt 
- any knight that durſt pꝛeſume fo take it from thence. While 
Florendos ſtod ding a thouſand amoꝛous devotions to this ſins 
golar Pictars , beeſpyed the Giant to come ſw2th of the Caſtle 
ermed with a Jacke of Azier, nd leſſe fapze then ſtrong, and 
mounted on aſturdyblazke Courſer, when to Florendos be be⸗ 
gan to vſe theſe woꝛds. 1 
Credit me fir knight, the myffery of theſe letters, hath gotten Y 
luch a ma ter of pon, chat J feare you will repent when ficlt you > 
lawe them, and that Foztune was ſo much poor enemy to con- . 
duc pou to this place. Truſtme (anſwered Florendos) if A bi £ 
not moze lanour the Poꝛtrapt, then J ſtand in feare ofthy pail- 
launce, and regard moze her (wete face whoowes if, then I rel- 
ped theſe wozds thou vleſt in thy ruffe, I ſhonld hardly ſhewe 
her my deſire, oz giue thee thy dutie, which ſince thou wilt haue 
no fozbearance but ready payment, J wil cauſe my ſwoꝛd at this 
 timetoſeale thyquittance. Thele woꝛds, cauſed on either ſide 
eruell blowes with theyz wespons not fo daungerous to the one, —ä 
but as doubt full fo the other : yet Foztune fauouring the pzince 4 
Florendos,bzongbt the Giant Almarol into (ach eſiate, that te „ 
had been made ſhozter by the head, had not Miragarda pꝛtlentip 3 
diſcended, who perceining Al moral bzonght into labicdion, vled [ 
theſe wozds to the Pʒince Florendos. 7 
Sir knight, J deſire you to make accoptation of the bitozy,and 
N 4 bears 
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1e gallant Hiſtorie, 


hears not (ach ablody mindeito defire the lofle of his life: but if 
foz my ſake you Will doe ſo much, then fauour him to whom J am 
very much beholving, as well foz his gentlenelle, as alſo becauſa 
be is garde to me. and ot this Foztreſſe. Florendos ſ&ing he had 
' gotten ſuch god lucke, p he might ſpeake to her, to whom befoze 
he durſt not, requited ber pzeſently with this anſwere, 

Madame, ot ſuch fozce are your grations ſpeeches, as allo the 
god opinion J conceiue of your ſemelp ſelle, that J notonely 
vowe my bꝛart at your commaunde, but alſo my hand to main- 
taine pour caule, wherefoze Jgraunt him bis life, deſiring that 
your gentle nature would affo2zd me the like, fo2 that your beaus 
tie claymed ſuch a tonqueſt at me, as none but your ſelie can any 
way mittigate. Miragarda giving him great thanks foz his cur- 
- feſie , departed into the Caſtall againe, accompanied with the 

Giant: Florendos ſtiil remayning without, complaining on the 
wound he receyued by her beautie, and not ofthe hurts he had 
gained thzough the Giant. Jn whoſe company be enterpꝛiled to 
kepethe Shiclde of Miragarda, entring the Combate in her de- 
fence, With all the Knights that gabe their tourney that wap, 


which indeede were many , thzough the ſingular repozt ol her 


beanſie, pet Foztane at that inſtant pzeferring Florendes, cau- 
ſed him fill to remaine the Conquerour. 
Thus remained the P2ince in extreame conflicts of his lone, 
frequenting dayly his Ladies Picture, with his amozous and 
penflue complaints, which Miragarda toe ſuch pleaſure to be- 
dolde, that ſhe fained to love him, onely becauſe (h& wonle 
ſcozne at his londe and fwliſh dealings. But when Fame 
bad blowne abzoadethe aduentures of great Britaine, how the 
Knights were continually loſt in the Caſtell of the Giant Dra- 
muſiande: Miragarda conceining ſuch an opinion of him, did 
earneſt ip requeſt that he would take his tourney thither, pers 
(wading him that the aduenture of the Foztrelle, was onely re- 
ſerued to be finiſhned by bis valure. 

Flor endos loath to diſobeꝝ her cemmaundemert, ſoke bpon 
him to frauaile, that be arrived in England, at ſuch time as he 
beard the adventure fo be finiſhed, and the Painces were pzes 
paring . to come to the Caltell, where on the Bbg:

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he attended their comming, and behched bimſelfe againſt them 
as you haue heard beſoze, But now Gentlewomen, whoſe rare

vice, vou ſhall be rsſolued howe the fayze Miragarda, channted 
to this Caſtle, and Why the Giant Almarol defended her as pcu 


At ſuch time as the king Recinde, was Pziſoner in the En- 


chaunted Caſtell, and that many Pzinces of Spaine had betaken 
themſelnes fo his ſearche, the Qutene remained in (ach gre- 
nous ſozrowes , that nothing could mone oꝛ pꝛocure ber to any 
pleature, Wherebpon, the Countie Ar lae pzeſented bis daugh- 
ter Miragarda fo the Mneens, to the ende that ſhe might receive 
ſome pleaſure by her company, but the noble Gentlemen veligh- 


ted with this rare p&re of beautie , enterpziſed Juſtes and 


Triumphes, onely ts winne her to whome they were ſo affecti- 
oned. Bo that the expences ofthem were lo greate, to do her 
pleaſare who little regarded it, that many ofthem were bzought 
into great necelſitie, onel by the riotous charges her beanty let 
The Dune ſ&ing her L02d ſo long abſent from his Kings 
dome, and that the noble Gentlemen of the Court, ſtriniag to 
ercell one an other in bꝛauerie and rich deniſes , were bought 
to an harde exigent of many of their linings, Which was one 


pꝛocured thzough the lone of Miragarda, by the aduiſe ofthe 


Counifis and ter honourable ' Copnceli (who pittied to ſe this 
great inconnenience) fent fo2 the Giant Almarol , to whome 
were given cettaine knightes and Gentlewomen fo attend vp- 
pon her, and he ſhouid kepe her till ſuch lime as be ſhould ap- 
point her Marriage, which at that inſtant be could not diſpatch, 
becauſe ol ß great diſcezd that was riſen about her, amongſt all 
the Pzinces and nights ofthe Court. And ſo he ſent her fo the 


Caſtell of the Giant Alwmarol, vntill the pzinces ſhould be in 
L quictncfle againe , where in the meane time, (h@ often vſed to 
walks in the greene fieldes fo delight her leite, enen as ſhe. 
did at the tims When Florendos cameamifonnd ber, anv {here 
the lived , till ſome one might relieuꝛ her from — , —

Dir Anigbt, this place is not fo2 ſuch an one as you, torepols 


your wearie limmes in, becauſe you are as vncertaine of any 
laketie, as you may aſſure pour ſelle it is to be ſeared, The knight 
ſuddainly awaked, and.ſetting hand fo his Sweozd, pꝛeſentlie 
ſtarted vp: When Palmerin had knowledge of him to bee the 
Pꝛince Gracian, Whoſe company was not a little welcame te 


bim, being in ſuch a ſolitary and vnfrequented place of paſſage, 


wherefoze he began in thele ftearmes following. Sir Gracian, 
let not my pꝛelumption be admitted to anꝝ offence , but rather 
eſteemed of in this ſo;t , that Jam yours any way to commaunn 
in ſernice, Gracian being glad fo ſ& the Pzince Palmerin, know» 
ing that his puiſſaunce might remedie part of his miſfoztune, 
which being willing to diſcloſes, bs imbzaced the Pzince in his 
armes, and in this oꝛder began fo bfter his tale, And it is not vn⸗ 
knowne, wozthe fir, how your knightly chinalry hath bzought

wards them, He hadde not rode very long, vui that he tame to a 
place, where two pathes ſeruing two ſeuerall wapes, made bim 
to ſtand in a muſe which way he were belt to take, but to d2ins 
bim frambis doubt, he eſpied a Dame; ii come riding fotwards 
him, vſiag ſuch heauy clamours, as if one had porſued her to de- 
pꝛiue her of her life, Palmerin abaſhed at this vnloked (02 ad- 
uenture, ſtaped his Pdzſe to qut ſtion with her, but ſhe percey- 
ning vis intent, in a great feare gaue tim thele ſpeæches. |

P-lmerin beholding the Combate berp fierce on both ſides, 
their bio cruelly waſted, their ſtrengthes altogither bzought 
inte great weakeneſſe, had not ſtayed long, befoze he perceiued 


da mightie bigge knight to come f@zth of the Caſtell, who was 


verie ſtrongly armed and mounted, with him ten well appoins 
ted men, that garded his perſon, and were dery diligent about 
him, Adsancing himlelfe, to the remainder of tpole that 
were left aliue of the len knightes, and endured flill the Come 
bate with the other twaine : verie PaleClicalite be gave fwzth 
thele wozdes, Retire you Uarlettes , and lette me bzeake the 
bones of theſe Caitifes, who haue pzocured me to high andhea- 


tie diſpleaſure. UWhen Palmerin (awe the two knightes in 
verie feeble eſtate, ſo that this freſhe reliſtaunce were the vtter 
loſſe of their lines, b CNepped to the knight, replying in this 


manner. Ji thou haue eyther regarde ofknighthwte, oz the 
bononrable condilions, thou ougbteſt fo vie in any mertiail at- 
tempt, then leaue them whome thor ſerſt are fo weeke to te- 
ſiſt, and pꝛouide thy ſelfe foz me, who haue enterpꝛiled they;

to the Caſtle, and betaks themlelues to darks Deliers and 
Waultes,onely becaule they lod in feare of loſing thepʒ liues. 

Palmerin (&ing the field was theirs, 4 no bady came to offer 
any moz: refiftance , he went to the Ladpes, who Were vette 
pale of colour, by reaſon ol the great feere they ftwd in, when the 
cruell Dramaco take them, ſeking to diſhenour them, and fo of- 
ler them what villany bee could: wherefoze the Pzince in thels 
woꝛds began to ſalute them. 

Fapze Ladpes, (hewe ma J pꝛap vcu the occaſion, why this 
villainous wzctch endeuonred himſelfe to your diſhenour, bes 
caule I am ignozaunt how it hath happened, pet being certified 
ot your miſfoztune,came to do pou the beſt ſeruice J might. Pla- 
tir and Floraman, when they had knowledge howe it was the 

Pꝛince Palmerin, ſtayed the Ladpes annſwere, temming ann 
imbzacing him with great courteſte, gave dim bartie thanks fog 
bis friendly ſuccour. Nay truſt me (aunſwered Paline rin) gius 
our thankes to the Pzince Gracian, foz J had not come vnto 
you at this time, if he had not declared vato me the heauineſſe 
of your eſtate. Then taking the Ladycs be the hand, bey went 
into the Caſtle, where they icund no body but two aged women, 
who latte wainging their hands foz the death of Dramaca: and 

\(eingihem commingin that has llaine him e all bis companions, 
dilleabled the griete which remained in their bearts, t (ubmittcd 
themſelves, fearing leaſt th y ſhould taſte of p ſame Cup them- 
lelucs, oneip requeſting that thiir lives might be ſaued, wich

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But as none can auopde what the deſtenies haue ozdapned, but 
mult abide the dome of their appoynted foztune : ſo we allowes 
to this great vnhappineſſe , haue felt part of the rygour of this 
cruell Tyzaunt, F82he being addicted to ſuch acruell nature, 
that the Noblche rewarved with blodie murther, fapze Ladies 
and Dacszelles be defaced of their honour , and vſed all alike 
in bis viltanous forie : he ſent ten Knightes fo the afozeſaide 
Caſlell of our Pother, who flading vs altogither vnpꝛouided o9) 
refuge at this time (inſomuch as our wonted ſafetic gaue bs ſmal 
cauls o? doubt:) without reſpect to her feares, 02 our complaints, 
bꝛonght vs aboaꝑ by extreame violence. 
By the way as they bzought vs, wee met this Knight, mea- 
ning the Pꝛince Gracian, whome they diſmounted from his 
Yozſe : and becauſe they percepued him ſuch a comely Knight, 
tbay ſaued his life , but toke his Bozſe, and left him on fote ty 
goe whither bim pleaſed , thinking ſcozne fo accept the Con 
bate, which by ſandzte meanes he offered vnto them. Leauirg 
bim there alone, thep bzought vs with th the Caftell, when 
thele other two Lintghts (wiftly purſuing after vs, @de our de- 
tente in ſuch oꝛder, that they would not ſuffer bs to be lead into 
the Caſtell. 5 
Then Dramaco ſœing theſe nights, pzenailed (s well a- 
gainſt bis ſernants , cauſe bhimſelſe to accompliſh what they 
could not fulfill, but then howe well yon ode our friende, the 
'bappie effed remapneth as a ſabſtantiall witnefle, UWhcn 
Palmerin had well marked the diſcourſe of the Kadie, they; 
great miſfoztane, and the mouſtrous crueltie of Dramaco, be 
reiopced that he found Gracian in ſach a lackie time, by whole 
meanes he had bzought the aduenture to ſuch a god and happy 
contluſion. | 
Then Gracian rehearſed, how in the time he taped at the 
tree, Platir and Floramancame that way (afeer the knights that 
conducted the Ladpes had taken his hozle, and left him there in 
the oꝛder as you haue heard : ) to whome he declared the miſhap 
of the Ladies, wherevpon they ridde haſtily ster them, and con- 
tinued the Combate, as you haue already heard, vntill ſuch time 
as one of the Lavyes eſcaping away, met the Þzince-Palmerio, 
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and bzought him te defend their oppꝛeſſed tanie. And they had 
fifted every matter, accozding as themielues deſired to knowe, 


the Pꝛince Palmerin ganethe Caſtle fo both the Ladies, andta- 
king bis farewell very gently ofthem all, be mounted on hoz\- 
backe,leaving them at the cure of their woundes in the-Caſlle. 
The Ladies were -very carefull to helpe the Pzinces, who 
at lengh were bzought to they; fozmer ſtrength : where they 


.pafſed away the time pleaſantly with the Ladyes, recounting 


the ſtraunge aduentures which they had happily paſſed. But the 
death of Dramaco comming fo the care of th:ſe Ladpes mother, 
cauſed her ta come thither to ſæ her daughters, who, when ſhee 
was there arrived, gaue great thankes fo the Pzinces foz their 


imploped paines, and gratiſied them with ſuch honour, as ſhe 
could deniſe expedient foz the lime and place. 


When the Pzinces ſaws every thing in due and decent 02- 
der, they determined to depart from thence ; deſiring the Ladies

Walking a long on the ſide of a Rock, 
her eſpyed a Shippe harde by him tohich lape at Ancker, bat no 
PBarriners 802 any body elſe, be could perceiue init, ozneare 
it; which made him deſirous to goe abozde, ko ſe if thert were 
any bod there, of dome he might be reſolued from whencs 
the veſſell was, and wherzfoze they Croke on land in ſuch an vn · 
frequented place.

On ſtade, who demaii2ed of him, hat was become ot bis Mai · 
ſter, but when Sil»1an had declared the manner ot tis miſhap, 
how he entred the Þbip, and the Cable bꝛake on ſuch a ſaddaine, 
tzep feared (ome miſchaunce would 'anaop they? deare fricnde, 
whoſe ysppinclle they wiſhed as their owne kealth. UTherefo:e 
they cõᷣtluded, that Siuian ſhould not goc ſtraite to London, be- 
cauſe Ring Fredericke oui tonteiue great griefe, it he ſhould 
knowe of this vnlucky chaunce, but deſired him to ſhe we them 
which way he thought they might ſneſt finde him, and on paine 
ol death be ſhould not goꝛ ts London, no2 rehearſe ihs loſſe ef the 
Pꝛince to any , but ſacha one as he knewe to beare his M uſter 


great affection. S iluian pꝛomiſed fo accomplinſh tdepipiralorr,

» Then Siluion being not fully reſolued what he were beſt to 
doe, toke his way ſtraite to the great Britaine, bohrte arriuing 
2! the Caſtell ot the Giant Dramuſiande (who entertsined him 
wilh kinds and loaing courteſte) he diſcoueres to him the loſle 
of his Lo: when pꝛelently Dramuſiande claſping his armoʒ 
on his backs, pꝛomiſed neuer to returne vnto his Caſtell, with. 
out he might attaine ths god recoucrie of the famous Pzinte. 
Silui n ſ&ing the affection of the Giant, fo be ſo great to his 
Maiſters welfare, as himſelfe could wiſh, pꝛelented bimſetce to 
ſerue him as his Eſquire, till he might be lo happie as to finde the 
Paince ageine: thus leaue we them to the god foztune of their 
trauaile. N 

Returne we now to the noble Palmerin of England, who en⸗ 
during the ſharp? bauntes on the Seas, fo long as be thought, 
at laſt the Shippe ſtaping at the ſide of a Rocke, where the Sea. 
bad left an Jland which was unhabiled, and there he fozlcke 
the ſy p. being very glad that he had gained the ſhoze. Leaving. 
the Dea ſide, be betoke himſelfe to trauaile in a little path - 
right befoze dim, which in a little while bzongbt him into a 
fayze griene Medob, in the middeſt whereof was placed a Par- 
ble Stone of the height of a man, with an inſcription vppan it: 
Take heedethou goe this way no further. When he bad read 
this Poſey (the Stone beeing placed thers as het ſuppoſed , o 
canſe all Paſſengers be afraide they knew-not of-what;) bis 
minde was giti mwned fo ſc the ende of this accident, and 
being accompanied continually with a hautte courage, he went 
on, taking great pleaſure to beholde the high Rackes, and the 
greens Tres, which ipꝛead their boughes ſo bzi.nely ouer the 
-path as he went. 1 

Palmerin (&ing no aduenture would happen all this while, 
(the Parble Pillar giuing ſach a terrifying mar ner of wozds) 
went on ſtill without ary feare , kill at laſt he was benighted, 
when laying him downe in the graſſe to take his reſt, be Gave 
bis Helmet his Pillowe, and ſo determined fo l&pe there oz 
that night. But ſuch wers ths motions in his minde , that the 
moꝛe he thought to take quiet reſt, the larther off he was from 
his intent, Foz one whils the remiembzanance of his fayze Poli- 


narqda, 


of Palmerin of England. 
narda pzefented it lelle as beſt wezthy his mewozie, becauſe ha 
had bene lo long abſent from her, pet durſt not enterp2iie to come 
into her pꝛelence and then the lolle of Siluian, whole counſell al 
way ſerued, as an eſp:cizil remedie fo his amozous aſſcults, and 
wanting his company now in this heavy cale, he was loaced to 
biter diuers anvſurd2y complaiats. 
Thus ſpent he all that night, in a Courtlp debate be!wene 
KResſon e bis earneſt Deſire, the one foperſwade him ſrom that 
deungerous kinde of trauayle,and fo excinte from his minde, the 
fand alarmes _ by his fancie : the other, dow continuallp 
it wꝛopped bim, in an intritate oz endleſſe vexation of his len- 
ces. But as often we ſe, Reaſon is ſabi d to the amozous De- 
fire, ſo the Paince not able forefift the aſpiring dꝛifts ol his eger 
pallions, refigned both his mill and wit, to follow the lone and 
amitie he had begun to his Lady and Miſtrelle. When he had 
waſted the night in this ſmall oꝛder of reſt, and the cheareful moꝛ⸗ 
ning delitered her fap3e tountenance, he went on, fill moſing 
on the woꝛds he had read bpon the Pillar , which he cli&med to 
be flat mockage, becaule he could perevis nothing (hat deletucd 
lach a ſoꝛe warning 

But as he — into a fapze plaine flelde , Cil! bſing his 
minde with his ſozmer txcrciles , her came to a Fauntaine of 
ſi ingular beautie, the Pillars whereof,” was of fine wzoughtA- 


very artificially made. The Pzince ſtanding a god while in a 
mule at this Fountaine , how lo much water ſhould aſcend vp 
lach a high Mountaine, and why lach a fayze thing ſhoaid ſtand 
in (ach a vat ant place, could not readily thinke with hinzle!fe 
what be might iudge thereon, foz at the lower ende ofthe aloe 
laid Pillars, lay two cruell Tygers, and (wo Rerce Lyons, woa 
as he ſuppoſed, kept Paſſengers that they ſhoulo not dzinke at 
this Fountaine. 

This ſtrange ſight made bim ſomewhat abaſhed, end fo ſtand 
in leare, that it was ſome Gachsuntment pzactiſed, to get him 
into lome pꝛeſent daunger : beeavſe the beaſtes behaned them- 
lelues in ſuch oꝛder, as tzogh they might eaſilp be bzought vader 
ſublecion of tye chayne, which was ot ſuch bigne ſe, as was res
